Bay, Mich., a pair of mice madv: their 
home In a pouch that had laid in the 
postofflce for several days.

the pouch finally reached its destina­ 
tion, near the upper shores of l ake 
Superior, the 
receiving 
postmaster 
found not only 
the 
rodent 
home- 
seekers, but also a larg*e family of 
little mice.

Twelve Months of Fighting Would A l­ 
most Equal th# Expense of Armies 
and Navies of Five Nations For the 
Last Thirteen Years— People’s Pock­ 
ets Must Bear the Burden. 


Arm y and navy experts who are 
figuring upon the cost of the E uropean 
w ar in cash, not to speak of the de­ 
struction of lives and property, are 
willing to concede th a t the daily ex­ 
pense w ill not lull far short of $50,- 
000,1)00, or $ IN,250,000,000 for one year, 
if hostilities endure for that period. 
All agree, according to the New York 
Herald, th a t when peace Is declared 
and the figures are all in the result 
financially will be staggering and th a t 
the heaviest burden it has ever borne 
will rest upon Europe for fifty years. 
The loss of untold thousands of lives 
of young men who are needed in the 
fields an d 
workshops 
of 
Germ any. 
France, 
A ustria, 
Russia and G reat 
Britain, th e nations engaged in the 
greatest w ar in history, will be equiva 
lent, experts say, to the loss of billions 
of money in tin* crippling of industries 
all over Europe. 
The destruction of 
property of all kinds located in the 
pathw ay of th e contending arm ies, not 
to speak of th e destruction of warship», 
will foot up high in th e billions. 
W hen it is considered th a t in thirteen 
years th e cost of m aintenance of the 
arm ies and navies of the countries at 
w ar, as well as the cost of naval con 
struotion, has exceeded $20.000,000,000 
some idea m ay be had of the expen. 
attached to w ar and the preparations 
of E uropean countries for ju st such 
contingencies as arose in Europe. The 
cost of th e Panam a canal w as ap 
proxim ately $370,000,000, but the ex 
pease of preparations for w ar in Eu 
, rope during the tim e it took to build 
1 the canal exceeded the cost of this 
igantic undertaking nearly sixty to 
one. 


Rival Nations Spend Vast Sums 
The w ealth of the five- nations at 
w ar is estim ated a t $270,(XX),000,000 
and in thirteen years the cost of main 
tenance of arm ies and navies, naval 
construction and the like exceeded$20, 
000,000,000. or about 13 i>er cent of tin 
total w ealth of the countries involved. 
E ngland's navy of 570 w arships was 
built up a t a cost of m any billions of 
dollars. 
Naval construction in Hie last 
tw enty-live 
years 
has 
undergone 
sw eeping revolutions, so th a t y ear by 
year the B ritish governm ent w as com­ 
pelled to replace its obsolete w arships 
w ith 
fighting m achines w hich 
em ­ 
braced all the latest ideas suggested 
by experience and approved by tin- 
naval experts. 
This activity in naval construction 
forced the other nations of Europe 
to keep pace proportionately.

am ounts have been expended by the 
various countries for naval construc­ 
tion and arm am ent since 1000:

W lien the Leasow e lighthouse, Eng­ 
land, was built on the sandy W irral 
shore the builders w ere puzzled by the 
lack of a suitable foundation for the 
m asoury tower.

In the 
vicinity an Incoming ship, laden with 
a cargo of cotton, had gone ashore and 
had become a total wreck. Tbe cotton 
w as useless for its intended purpose, 
so the bales w ere salvaged and dum ped 
into the sand at th e point w here the 
lighthouse was to be erected. 
The 
fleecy mass settled into the sand and 
under compression becam e as solid as 
a rock, while its perm anency w as as­ 
sured by its com plete submersion. The 
stability of this strange foundation 
m ay be gathered from the fact th a t the 
tow er erected thereon stood and shed 
its welcome light regularly every night 
for about a century aud a half, being 
extinguished only a few years ago, 
as it was no longer required.—Argo­ 
naut.

Spider» Are Not Inseots. 
The spider is not an insect, though 
probably nine people out of ten would 
class it under this term . 
W ith scor­ 
pions and mites, spiders form a class 
In the anim al kingdom known as arach- 
nida. 
T his name is derived from a 
mythical personage called Arachne, th e 
daughter of a purple dyer of Lydia, 
who w as fabled to have challenged 
Minerva to a trial of skill in spinning. 
So indignant was the goddess at this 
act of boldness that sko forthw ith 
transform ed 
the hapless 
challenger 
into a spider, presum ably in order th a t 
she m ight have (he best possible op­ 
portunity of practicing the art on 
hich she prided herself so much, 
piders differ from insects in five m ain 
irticulurs. 
Their eyes are simple in­ 
stead of compound, they have eight 
legs in place of six. they do not pass 
through the metam orphoses which are 
characteristic o f insects, they have no 
antennae, and their breathing is accom­ 
plished by means of organs which com ­ 
bine the functions of lungs and gills 
instead of by tubes pervading their 
bodies. These points of distinction are 
sufficient to determ ine the fact th a t it 
Is impossible to class spiders as insects.

Star Sight. 
By all the rules of the game of na­ 
ture w e should not be able to see a 
fitar at all, for it appears from lhe 
earth as a geometrical point, a thing 
without dimensions, and 
cannot be 
measured even in the most powerful 
telescope. 
A star appears in a tele­ 
scope just as it does to the naked eye 
Now the question naturally comes up 
as to why w e can perceive a star, a 
thing with no dimensions* 
We cer­ 
tainly cannot see so small a thing un­ 
der the microscope. The whole answer 
is a peculiarity of the human eye and, 
in fact of all optical instruments, call­ 
ed diffraction. 
A lens does not focus 
parallel rays of light to a geometrical 
point, even though they come from a 
point, and so a small disk is printed 
on the retina by a stir, and the star is 
perceived. 
Remember, 
though, 
that 
only the star’s effect is perceived with 
the eye. 
A planet of course is differ­ 
ent, as it is comparatively close to us, 
and its actual disk may be seen and 
measured in the telescope, just as that 
of the moon can be seen with the nak­ 
ed eye.—Chicago Llerald.

“The enem y’s cruisers
